pointers, which seem to live entirely on 
fisah, Theso schools area great nuisance 
to tho shark-fisher,-for when he gets a big 
fish on his hooks it sometimes huppens 
that the young sharks devour tho big une 
before he can get him towed ashore, and 
leave nothing bnt the head on the hook ; 
and, indeed, they are very destructive tg 
all kinds of fish. This statement,- the 
reporter was. informed, also applies to the 
grey and bluo pointers, as they often rob 
tho fishermen before they have time to get 
their catches into the boat. They havo 
been known to rush at the linesggt such a 
rate of speed as to stave a boat. “Mr Proc 
torssyé he has nevor known of any caso 
where either the grey or blue pointer has 
attacked anything but fish, but he adds 
that the blue pointer suffers very much 
froma peculiar kind of tapaworm, in appear 
ance exactly resembling a flat lamp-wick, 
abont half'an inch in width, which. makes 
the fish-so hungry and-voracious that he 
will fed on anything he can fiud floating 
about. There js nothing cowardly itap- 
pears about the blue pointer, Mr Proctor 
regards him us no man-eater, but says he 
is the bravest fish that swims, for when on 
the hook he will fight for: his liberty and 
face the lance as long ag there is a drop of 
blood in his carcase, and he jumps or 
*breashes' out-of tho- water ° with 
such violence ‘and force’ that ...it- -re- 
quires very strong tackle-to-hold him. 

‘The system adopted by Mr Procter for 
shark-fishing—for it is a thoroughly well- 
devisod spatem—is worth describing. . “His 
lines for blue or grey, pointers are bob from 
tho rocks helow tha Submarine Depot. 
‘His shark hooks are attached to a few 
fathoms of chain, at the end_ of which he 
uses abdut eight or ten fathoms of stecl 
wire cable, which in. tura is hent ¢n‘to 
about 45 fathoms of 2in.* Manila ropo.
